Hl-u-y of the Organization of the
Celumbus Steam Paid Fire Depart-
ment,

The following very.complete and very
interesting history of the introduction of a
Steam Fire Department in this city, writ-
ten by our able and efficient Chief Engi-
neer, will well repay a perusal :

In the year 1854 a committee of the City
Couneil of Columbus reported in favor ot
purchasing a steam fire engine. This re-
port was printed and circulated among the
citizens together with a m iuoru{ report.
It was then fully canvassed by all parties.
The City Couneil of Cincinnati, in 1852
had witnessed a public experiment with a
steamn fire engine in that city. TueirCity
Councll contracted for a steam engine on
the samne plan as the one they had wit-
his engine-was completed and
p!a.c.ed in service, under a company organ-
ized and put under pay by that city; thus
the first paid fire company. to operate with
steam, was brought into existence, the first
of the kind in any age or country. In
1833, a few months r, their entire de-
ment was changed from hand to steam.

The purchase of a steam fire engine for

But, in justice to our brave volunteer
firemen, allow me to say that a service so
importaot to society and so essential to the

reservation of property and the lives of

ts people, should have been for so long a
time performed by volunteers, without fear
or reward, save in the applaudings of con-
science and ‘the oveasional spproval ot
others. This arduous service, through irre-
sponsible in a great degree, was well
performed by. the volunteer Depart-
ment., - Their usefulness had been
tested upon more than one oceasion,
amid the erackling of flames and the roar-
ing of winter winds. Their efficiency had
been established by the many conflagra-
tions they had stayed. Yet it now became
painfully evident that the great error of the
system was not the want of self-sacriticing
philanthropy, but the want of concentra-
tion superinduced by the want of control.
Among the principal of these was the want
ot a commander-in-chief, o indespensably
necessary to the efficient action of all hodies
of men working in a common cause. Under
the volunteer system then in vogue, it was
simply impossible to any certain extent to
concentrate the effects of that departnent.
It ' was well proven at the burning of the
Neil- House, because the foreman of each
company was 8 greme in part only. over
his own men, and was always without au-
thority, and often without the slightest in-
fluence over them. The people had seen
this. and with one accord demanded a
change. Steam had fairly won its way by
its .great superiority over the baod., Our
City Council was not slow in discovering
the wants of its citizens, and at & meeting
of that body held on November 19th, 1860,
Capt. Joseph Riley, then a member of the
Ceuneil, offered a resolution looking ta the
purchasing of two steam fire engines. A

3 us the future chief. and a more wise
and judicious selection eould not have been
made., A gentleman engaged largely in
the banking business. and one of its most
wealthy and public spirited citizens, un-
dertook the task of organizing and bring-
ing the new department into working or-
der. Notwithstandiug the cares resulting
from his own business, he accepted the of-
fice of Chief Enginneer of the Fire Depart-
ment, and made that departinent the pride
of the city. Under his administration the
third steamer was purchased, and after
gserving as Chief Engineer for nearly three
years, with great credit to himself and to
the entire satisfaction ot the community, he
tendered his resignation to the Council,
which was, with great. reluctance, accepted
by that body.

The Columbus Steam Fire Department
had met the expactetions ot 1ts early
friends. The superiority of the steam sys-
tem was now a fixed fact—its superiority
over muscular power had been maintained
beyond all possibility of doubt, and at-
tracted the applause of those who had wit-
fiessed the efforts of the steam sysiem
whenever brought into requisition, and all
that is now neeiled to make the depart-
ment complete, is the fire alarm telegraph;
and we hope the day is not far distant
when the eity of Columbus ean boast with
pride of their water-works, Nicolson pave-
ment and the fire alarm telegraph.

l.atest Mexican Advices,

The firemen of Hudson City and
West Harbor succeeded in preventing the
flames from communicating with the
dwellings near by.

FROM WASHINGTON.

Conditien of the Treasury.

NEw York, April 1.—The Times’ gpecial
says: Eftorts are making to depreciate
the.condition of the Treasury for speeu-
lative purpozes, and quotes part ot a circu-
lar sent to Europe by a New York house
with that view. But this correspondent
learns from the highest authority. that so
far from the Treasury being involved pros-
pectively in difficulty because of the ex-
tent of its military obligations, the pros-
pect is precisely the reverse. The custom
revenues thus far approximate closely to
the large receipts of last year, and aithough
the internal revenue receipts are consider-
ably less than last year, as was naturally
expected and fully anticipated, as welil
from the reduction of taxation as from the
depression of business, it is now positively
certain that the fiscal year will close with a
very gratifying balance of receipts over
expenditures.
